Applicant's response of June 20, 2006 has been considered carefully. Given the 
extensive number of new limitations added to the claims additional search has been 
undertaken and new rejections based on prior art discovered as a consequence of that 
search are presented below. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The examiner doesn't understand how claims 19 and 20 are descriptive of the 
elected species of Figure 3 (or non-elected Figure 1, for that matter). With respect to 
elected Figure 3, the partition board only appears to have one stepped surface in 
contrast to the two stepped surfaces claimed in claims 19 and 20. Even in non-elected 
Figure 1 , there appear to be two stepped surfaced in the partition, but they clearly aren't 
parallel as claimed in claims 19 and 20. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United . 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1, 10, 19, 20, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP 11- 
48753. 



An annotated picture of Figure 9 of this reference showing the component parts 
in relation to the claimed limitations is shown on the next page by way of explanation. It 
is submitted that this is somewhat clearer than a verbal explanation would be. 
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Claims 2 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
